The proposition in brief made at the mass meeting Wednes- 


day night by the S. & M. Tire ^ ml Rubber d>. relative to its lo- 
cating in this city was as follows: 
That capital be invested 
in 


slock to the amount of £100.000. That the company be siiveii the 
building formerly occupied by the Premium Company. 
That live 


acres of laud adjoining the factory be donated. In return the S. 
& M. Co. will bring with them to thi.s city two other companies 
to occupy the ground adjoining the rubber factory. 


The preferred stock would pay 7 per cent interest and be un- 


assessible. For the first ninety days 30 men would be employed in 
making repairs and installing machinery. At the end of the fir^t 
year the- company expects to employ 200 while at the end ol" five 
years it is thought that no less than 3000 men will be employed by 
the concern. 


About fifty men were present al the meeting and talks were 


made on behalf of the company by A. Michler. president and C. M. 
Smith, vice president. Secretary High was also present and all of 
the officials showed a disposition to answer fairly all questions ask- 
ed them by interested citizens. The jeompany plans to manufacture 
al! kinds of rubber tires and will make a specialty of a patented 
pneumatic puncture proof tire, which, it is claimed by local auto- 
ist=. will almost revolutionize the auto rubber tire industry.
